Wannamaker and his 12- 
dog team won the presti¬ 
gious Canadian Challenge 
sled dog race this Sunday, 
crossing the finish line in 
three days, one hour and 33 
minutes. 

Two days into the race, 
which runs from Prince 
Albert to La Ronge and 
back again, Wannamaker 
was sitting in second spot 
behind Ed Rolles of 
Saskatchewan. 

Before reaching Besnard, 
Rick was about two hours 
behind Rolles, but he 
quickly gained an hour and 


a half on that gap. By 
Saturday night, Rolles was 
down to six dogs and 
Wannamaker had 10 of his 
original team, helping to 
pull him into the lead by 
early Sunday morning. 

Icy cold temperatures 
and high winds that 
stripped part of the trail 
presented big challenges, 
forcing all but four teams 
to drop out of the race. But 
Wannamaker and his crew 
stuck it out and it paid off. 

Wannamaker was able to 
maintain his lead, and at 
12:33 p.nt., Alberta time, he

New walk-in clinic eased burden

A new walk-in sendee at the Didsbury Medical Clinic 
has made patients happier and hospital wait rooms less 
busy. 

The DMC walk-in clinic opened in mid-January and con¬ 
tinues to run Tuesdays and Thursdays from 2 p.m.- 7 p.m. 

“It’s been very well received by the community,” said Dr. 
Ash Jaffer. 

Jaffer said the benefits go beyond positive feedback 
from patients. 

“We’ve had very pleasantly surprising numbers,” he said. 
“I’ve seen upwards of 30 patients in our walk-in clinic, 
and to contrast that, Airdrie opened up a walk-in clinic to 


try and take some of the burden off of our emergency 
department and when they opened up they were seeing 
significantly less than that, at less than 10 patients.” 

The Airdrie clinic, funded by the Calgary Health Region, 
is open after hours and weekends as well. 

“We have obviously had a bigger dent in the emerg 
schedule...than Airdrie has," said Jaffer 
“So that’s kind of an interesting thing because ('HR 
hoped that the Airdrie clinic would take the numbers 
down off our emergency department and decrease the 
burden, but that hasn’t happened.” 

Jaffer also works in Didsbury Hospital’s emergency 
department so he’s noticed the difference having the walk- 
in clinic has made to the emergency room 
“Last week our numbers went from an average of 40 


patients in emerg down to 28, so it made a big dent,” he 
said. 

Jaffer hopes the clinic might also serve to change the 
trend of people going to the emergency department for 
non-emergency health concerns. 

“That’s our hope anyway,” he said. 

The DMC’s search for physicians is ongoing and it’s 
working with the Rural Physicians Action Plan (RPAP). 

The CHR is also conducting a recruitment study to see 
how the number of rural doctors can be increased. 

“There’s some positive movement forward and the 
Town's involved in that as well, so that’s good,” said Jaffer. 

“We’re keeping our fingers crossed and we’re aggres¬ 
sively looking out there to try and find some doctors who 
will fit in well around here.”

The recent decision by Telus to offer pornogra¬ 
phy to its cellphone clients at the push of a but¬ 
ton has sparked controversy, particularly among 
concerned parents.

$400 million to download last year. 

Telus is simply cutting out the middleman, 
bringing the two businesses together, and pocket¬ 
ing the cash.

The truth is, for years now pom has been avail¬ 
able on cellphones, through every provider; the 
money was just going to someone else. 

Pom is also widely available on laptops, PCs, 
and through other media like on-demand/pay-per- 
view television and magazines. 

Telus says protections are in place to prevent 
children and teenagers from accessing the con¬ 
tent. 

If a child’s mobility account is registered in a 
parent’s name, the services he or she purchases 
will show up on the bill and the parents are free 
to deal with that as they see fit.

Gabriel (Gabe), our mostly German Shepherd-Collie is 
now two and a half. He is a beautiful dog and when he went 
in for his booster shots the vet said he was in perfect health. 
He is very sweet natured, adores the grandchildren, will 
fetch sticks endlessly and offers us so much enthusiastic 
affection that it makes it difficult to get up the front steps. 
Gabe barks a lot, and with good reason, there are a lot of 
coyotes around and they are fearless and bold, they yell at 
him from just beyond the yard and it's not unusual to see 
then on the lawn. We also have more than we need in the 
way of deer and moose and most recently we seem to have 
a resident porcupine. 

One morning last week Ralph opened the door from the 
basement and found Gabe waiting for him. Gabe looked 
embarrassed and subdued, he had seven porcupine quills 
stuck in his upper lip and chin. This was Gain' s first experi¬ 
ence with the dreaded |>orky but it certainly wasn't ours. 
Ralph gripped Gabo's collar with one hand, wrapped his 
arm around the dog’s throat and spoke soothingly (most of 
the time) while I worked my trusty needle-nose pliers. The 
quills were not in deep and they came out cleanly find quick¬ 
ly Gabe co-operated as best he could and was delighted to 
be free of the porcupine’s weapons. Let's hope that this is a 
lesson learned and it doesn't happen again. 

Hobbs, the beloved dog that preceded Gabe, never did 
become porcupine resistant and we pulled quills from him 
several times. One day during harvest Ralph stuck his head 
into the house and said, “Hobbes has tangled with a porcu¬ 
pine again but if I don't go right now I will miss the elevator. 
Call him in and we will look after him as soon as 1 get back." 


I called the dog in and tied him up, then by standing on the 
chain I managed to keep his head still enough that I got the 
quills out by myself. The moment that Ralph got home he 
ran up on the deck and called me to help with Hobbs. “1 
have already done it,” I said proudly. 

“You did?” He asked incredulously. And there was the 
dam dog with another face-full of quills. 

Several people have told me that one should cut the end 
off the quill and then it will collapse and be easier to 
remove. This is an old wives’ tale and fiddling aroimd cut¬ 
ting the ends off the quills only prolongs the victim’s dis¬ 
comfort. The barbed black end that Is stuck in the dog’s face 
is solid and will stay that way. If the encounter has been 
recent and the quills are accessible, and not in too deep, put 
a headlock on the dog and get them out. Don't try it if you 
don't trust the dog. 

Quills that are against a bony structure, jaw and head are 
your best bet. If they are near his eyes or inside his mouth 
you probably need a vet and if they are broken off and you 
an' not able to get them out cleanly, you need professional 
help and the sooner the better. Quills are designed to work 
in and can migrate through soft tissue and into your dog’s 
vital organs. 

Ralph and I have pulled porcupine quills from every dog 
we ever owned and we have pulled them from a couple of 
steers, a cow, and a horse. The horse was probably the most 
difficult because he was able to get his head up so high, but 
once we got the first couple out he seemed to realize that it 
was in his best interest to co-operate and the rest were eas¬ 
ier. The cow, as I recall, had a couple in her tongue and that 
was a challenge. 

If ever you have a disagreement with a porcupine, for 
heaven's sake don't lick him!

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Morrocan jail, Trudeau meeting shape Hyatt’s life 


Bom in Manhattan to a travel agent 
father from England and a stay-at-home 
mom from Texas, Hyatt grew up in a 
charming town called Garden City on 
Long Island. 

She attended Sweet Briar College in 
Virginia, but dropped out after two years 
to pursue an acting career. 

She remembers her father, on learning 
she had quit school, saying, “are 
Broadway producers impressed? Are TV 
producers impressed that you’ve had two 
years at Sweet Briar College?” 

He called it a “dreadful profession”, but 
said if she was insistent on entering it, she 
should be properly trained and the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art in England was 
the place to do that. 

“Go upstairs and get your passport 
Pamela,” he said. 

Hyatt remembers it was a Monday 
morning, Aug. 17 about 11 a.m. 

“1 come downstairs, he’s just hanging up 
the phone and he says, ‘You’re sailing this 
Friday on the SS United States for 
England. You'll be living with my cousin 
Guy Wilby and his w ife Molly," she 
remembers. “I let out a scream that went 
121 miles to the end of Long Island, and 
that's the moment that changed my life.” 

Guy Wilby was a diamond merchant, 
who happened to live next door to famed 
actors Lawrence Olivier and Vivian Leigh. 


Hyatt would come home from school and 
Guy would be in the drawing-room, stand¬ 
ing like something out of Gentleman’s 
Quarterly magazine, one hand on the 
mantlepiece, in sartorial splendor, enter¬ 
taining guests over cocktails. 

After three months, Hyatt’s exhuber- 
ance and enthusiasm proved overwhelm¬ 
ing for the demure Wilbys who suggested 
she get her own flat. But it was 1956 and 
girls didn’t just get their own flats, so it 
wasn’t a surprise when her parents 
arrived in England shortly thereafter. 

Hyatt had just lost her virginity to a 
friend named Bruce, in the name of 
research. 

“I said, Bruce, when I go to Hollywood, 
what am I going to do? I won’t be able to 
do a love scene because I don’t know 
what it is.” 

So he offered to teach her. 

“Of course, I learned it was like rabbit 
punching,” Hyatt laughs. “We were both 
drunk, and stayed in bed for three days 
writing in my journal that I was going to 
convert to Roman Catholicism and 
become a nun." 

When Hyatt’s father arrived, he quashed 
the idea of her having her own flat. His 
friend’s daughter had just come back 
from Radeliff pregnant and the thought of 
his Pamela being taken advantage of in 
the same way made him nervous. Oh, the 


guilt! 

So she lived instead in a place called 
Sister Trust. 

Hyatt met a nice Swiss boy named Tony 
and was engaged. A dinner was arranged 
with the Wilbys so they could let her par¬ 
ents know if he was a suitable mate for 
their daughter. But Hyatt had just landed 
a role in a documentary being shot at her 
school by the Canadian Film Board, so 
she cancelled the dinner. 

At the wrap party, a cameraman named 
Johnnie Foster began telling Hyatt and 
the school electrician, about the film 
board. They could barely hear them¬ 
selves, so Foster suggested the three of 
them continue their conversation in the 
bathroom. 

They went in, each with a glass of wine, 
the camera man sits in the tub, Hyatt and 
the electrician sit on the floor, he’s talking 
about the film board and they’re fascinat¬ 
ed, Hyatt remembers. 

“Then about 45 minutes into his mono¬ 
logue, he suddenly stops, looks at me and 
says ‘Pamela, how would you like to be 
my wife?'” 

Of course, Hyatt thought he was joking. 
Nope. 

“I can’t say I love you,” he said. “I don't 
know you well enough to say I love you, 
but I think we could have an interesting 
lib* together, whatta ya say?” 


Larger than life actress lands here

Pam Hyatt has been running for 48 
years. 

Running to auditions, running over 
lines, over scripts, running off to England, 
New York, L.A., Vancouver, Toronto, wher¬ 
ever an agent or director demands she be. 

And now the 70-year-old actress has run 
all the way to Didsbury. 

Considering there’s a myopic belief 
among so many people in her profession 
that the only healthy place to lie is in the 
city, one might wonder what Hyatt, a truly 
huger than life woman whose mere pres¬ 
ence commands attention, might be doing 
in this small prairie town. 

She’s doing everything: attending 
Municipal Development Plan meetings, 


working out in an aquasize class at the 
Memorial Complex, getting her hair cut at 
Cut N Loose, and grabbing a bite to eat at 
the bakery. 

At the same time, she’s doing nothing; 
for the first time in nearly 50 years, she’s 
just allowing herself to Ik 1 . 

Having run so far and so fast, the New 
York raised, London trained, and 
Canadian aged actress, has a legion of sto¬ 
ries begging to be told, from time spent in 
a Morrocan jail to a chance meeting, and 
eventual friendship with, Pierre Trudeau. 

But she’s never been able to stop run¬ 
ning long enough to tell those 
stories...until now. 

On Nov. 8, at the urging of a psychic- 
friend in Vancouver, Hyatt sold everything, 
said goodbye to her agents and paid one 
last visit to a physiotherapist to loosen up 


her shoulders. She stashed a single trunk 
of keepsakes with her stunt double, and 
with just two suitcase's in hand, started 
out on a cross-country journey to write. 

She had no real plan, except to stay with 
friends and maybe house-sit for a few 
st rangers along the way. 

It seems ballsy, but then Hyatt is ballsy. 
And she has great faith that the universe 
will take care of her, as it always has. 

“I just decided it’s time to put that under¬ 
standing into the moment, as opposed to 
gnashing my teeth, trying to control what’s 
going on,” Hyatt says. 

So she hopped on a plane to Calgary to 
stay with her "surrogate” daughter for a 
couple of weeks, then on to a friend’s 
home in Springbrook, and eventually 
north to Whitehorse where awaited a log 
cabin built by a former lover named Grant, 


a “nice chap”, who works as a caribou 
biologist. 

Hyatt had lived in the Yukon before, per¬ 
forming in the summer of 1962 on a river- 
boat, and then again during her “hippie, 
drop out of everything funky period” from 
1971-72. 

For years, in the back of her mind, Hyatt 
had thought, “Hey, maybe 1 could live in a 
log cabin by myself and do my writing 
there*.” You could say it nagged at her, but 
despite what she* describes as “breathgiv¬ 
ing” scenery, Hyatt’s visit proved she is not 
a wilderness lady. It served also to close a 
chapter. 

“I answered some questions and that’s a 
good think before I get flung into the cre¬ 
matorium,” says Hyatt. 

“You know, rather than thinking ‘wait a 
second, I wanted to...’” 




So she said, “sure, why not?” 

Two days later she called the Swiss boy 
and said, “Tony, we’re not engaged any¬ 
more, I’m marrying a Canadian instead." 

And that’s how she came to Canada. 

Hyatt and Foster had a son, Carson, 
together before separating in 1968. Five 
months later she met a draft dodger 
named Todd Ward. Five days later they 
made love, and she knew her second child 
, Zach, was coming. 

“So he stayed for year and a half, bless 
his heart. He’s a good guy.” 

With the 1970s came experimentation. 
Hyatt took a trip to Morocco with 26 
“exploratory” friends and underwent an 
intense search for enlightenment, with a 
base-playing therapist in a rented home in 
the native district. 

One night in October, the group was cel¬ 
ebrating a “tribal night”, dancing, drum¬ 
ming, and laughing, when out of the night 
sky a "missile” drops onto the tile floor 
and shatters into “a zillion" pieces. 

One of the men, Wesley, heads to the 
door to look outside. He comes back with 
a James Bond Wannabe: handsome, black 
hair, white turtleneck shirt, black suit, 
open, a camel hair coat on his shoulders, 
and four uniformed soldiers at his side. 
The group is instructed to get their pass¬ 
ports and put them in a pile on the table.

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In the morning, she’s joined by her housemates and 
Wesley. They’re forbidden to speak to each other. 

Finally a man came in and handed them all their pass¬ 
ports and apologized for the inconvenience. 

“Please tell us why we were jailed,” Hyatt asked. 

It turns out they had chosen to hold their noisy tribal 
night during Ramadan and there was a noise curfew at 
sunset. 

Hyatt learned from her ignorance and returned to 
Canada, where she began writing letters to then prime 
minister Pierre Trudeau expressing her political opinions. 

Years later, after sitting in on a session at the House of 
Commons, she would meet Trudeau at an event and upon 
shaking his hand, said to the nation’s leader, “I was in the 
House today and you were disappointingly silent." 

“Well maybe I’ll have something to say tonight,” he 
responded. 

Later that night, chatting with the PM, it was revealed 
they had lived on the same small riverboat in the Yukon 
together, before his political reign. 

“We probably passed each other going to the can,” he 
told her. 

And so a friendship began, all because she spoke up in 
all her brashness. 

That’s what Pam Hyatt does. She enters a room and 
takes it over. 

She says people either love her or hate her, but very few 
feel apathetic toward her. 

“They remember me,” she says. 

“Maybe they don't want to have such a strong memory, 
but that’s alright." 

Looking back at her lift* so far, Hyatt says she doesn’t 
have a moment of regret. 

“I’m sorry if I hurt people, but that was done in igno¬ 
rance, not maliciously," she says. 

“You can’t avoid it."

Terrified, they decide to sit down and begin chanting, 
but their voices are tenuous now, Hyatt recalls. 

“So Pamela, miss cheerleader, says, ‘hey kids, why don’t 
we sing.’” 

She breaks out singing Joe Dassin's “Cotton Fields, 
“When I was an itty bitty baby, my Mama done rock me in 
my cradle..." 

“They all start going, I’m feeling their spirits rising...” 
Hyatt recounts. 

Suddenly Hyatt and Wesley are being ushered into a 
jeep and taken to the police station. 

A drug dealer who speaks perfect English acts as trans¬ 
lator for the Arabic James Bond. 

The interrogation begins. 

“Where do you work?” he barks. 

“Toronto." 

For what company?” 

“Canadian Broadcasting corporation, CBC.” 

“You lie, I’ve never seen you on Canadian television.” 

This is 1972, long before the invention of satellite TV. 

“How many hours a day does CBC broadcast? You take 
too long to answer the question!" 

Hyatt looks at Bond. A big wad of phlegm comes at her 
and whacks her in the cheek. 

They turn to Wesley, who was 6’4” when he was 13 and 
ran away from home and joined the Royal Marine 
Comandos, where he learned 104 ways to kill a man 
silently. But now a Canadian hippie, and pacifist, he just 
sits there and lets them slap him around. 

Wesley is taken away and Hyatt is left in the room with 
a lice-covered blanket. Nobody will say what they’ve done 
wrong. 

Looking down at the creepy crawlies, Hyatt thinks “if 
only there was a phone, I could call Dad’s friend at Air 
France, he could get me out of this.”

A 35-year-old Didsbury 
man who was arrested and 
drarged with mischief dur¬ 
ing a protest outside the 
Didsbury courthouse hack in 
November, has been referred 
to the Alternative Measures 
program. 

Denny Stabenow, known 
locally as Drew Marceton, 
was arrested Nov. 6,2006 fol¬ 
lowing a hearing for 19-year- 
old Daniel Charles Haskett, 
who was up on charges of 
animal cruelty the death of 
the Hasketts’ family dog. 

In a court appearance 
Monday, Feb. 5, Stabenow 
told the judge he was 
“caught up in the moment” 
on the day in question. 

The judge ordered 
Stabenow participate in the 
Alternative measures pro¬ 
gram, which will likely 
involve community service, 
and that he make a donation 
to the humane society. 

Following the hearing 
Monday Stabenow said, “it’s 
all very nice to put this 
behind me.” 

Last year Stabenow 
applied to become an RCMP 
officer, but his application 
was rejected. He believes his 
involvement in the protest Ls 
to blame.

Just in case others who have seen the movie would like 
to know: 1) 11 of the 13 polar bear populations in the 
Arctic are thriving and growing in number (the remain¬ 
ing two are stable with no reports of bears drowning or 
starving to death).

India Asia, and Greenland. The overall worldwide tem¬ 
peratures are well within normal ranges. 5) The famous 
“hockey stick" diagram Gore uses to present a straight 
line of stable earth temperatures over 900 years, which 
spikes up dramatically in the 20th century, has been 
proven by scientists to be totally false. The beginning 
centuries of the Middle Ages were actually much wanner 
than today, followed by the “little ice age" which ended 
in 1850. The turn of the 20th century was again much 
warmer, which was before the industrial revolution and 
(302 emissions. However, through the first several 
decades of the industrial revolution when C02 emissions 
were in full swing, our temperatures actually cooled 
until the 1980s before rising slightly once again.

The worst-case 
scenario is more like 4 inches over 100 years. In fact, 
sea levels in many areas of the Pacific are falling.

Olds RCMP and enter- 
gency responders were kepi 
busy responding to three 
accidents within the town of 
Olds last week. 

The first of these was a 
chain reaction collision, 
which occurred at the inter¬ 
section of 46 St. (Tlwy 27) 
and Hwy 2A on Jan. 26. 

A vehicle heading south¬ 
bound on Hwy 2A rear- 
ended a vehicle at the inter¬ 
section, which in turn rear- 
ended another vehicle sit¬ 
ting in front of it waiting at 
the intersection. Two people 
suffered unknown minor 
injuries in the collision. 

A 65 year-old Didsbury 
woman has been charged 
with following too close.

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Puppy police officers need names

If you < - an think of a name 
that starts with the letter T, 
then you might get to iiiune a 
future R('MP dog. 

The RCMP are holding 
their annual “Name the 
Puppy Contest” for German 
shepherd puppies that will lie 
bom this week at the Police 
Dog Service Training Centre 
near InnLsfail. 

“We do the contest and we 
get the names and by the time 
the contest Ls over and we 
pick the winners, the dogs 
are ready to lie named," said 
Const. Glenn Brown, with the 
police dog t raining centre. 

This is the seventh year of 
die contest, and Brown said 
it is always popular with 
young people across the 
country. “We’ll get anywhere 
from 3,000-4,000 people” 
send in entries, he said. 

There will be about 100 
puppies bom at the training 
centre this year but the con¬ 
test is to name ten of them. 
Them will lie six individual 
winners chosen, along with 
four school entries. Names 


that are not selected for the 
contest will be considered for 
other puppies bom during 
the year. 

Young people are encour¬ 
aged to lie original and imagi¬ 
native when coming up with 
names that will serve these 
puppies in their career with 
Canada's police force. When 
thinking of names, Brown 
said it is important to remem¬ 
ber that these ;ire working 
police dogs, not jiets. 

Once they an 1 bom, Brown 
said, the dogs are shipi>ed out 
as potential police service 
dogs to imprinters. These are 
people that want to be dog 
handlers within the RCMP. 
Brown said the imprinters 
raise the dog under the super¬ 
vision of another dog han¬ 
dler. 

“Then the dogs are evaluat¬ 
ed at four, eight and 12 
months of age and we bring 
them back here and see if 
they’re suitable for training,” 
he said, adding that some 
may be suitable and some 
might not be. 

The Innisfail facility is the 
national training centre for 
all RCMP police dog teams. 


Currently, there an* 125 
RCMP General Duty Police 
Dog service teams across the 
country. Forty-one dogs have 
also been sold to other police 
agencies and Search and 
Rescue members in both 
Canada and the II.S. 

To date, 57 pups have grad¬ 
uated from the Police Dog 
Training program as full pro¬ 
file RCMP police dogs. There 
are currently seven breeding 
dogs in training. 

The deadline for entries in 
the contest is Febmary 22. 
Winning names will lx* cho¬ 
sen by the training centre 
staff. A draw will determine 
the winning entry in the event 
of multiple submissions of 
the same name. Contest win¬ 
ners and prizes will be 
announced on March 22. 

The contest rules are as fol¬ 
lows: 

-Contestants can suggest 
only one name (one entry per 
person). 

-The name may be for a 
male or a female puppy. 

-The name cannot have 
more than nine letters. 

-The name mast lx* one or 
two syllables. 


-Contestants must be 16 
years old and under. 

-Tlx* name mast start with 
the letter T. 

Brown said there are strict 
naming rules, such as tx*gin- 
ning with a certain letter, 
because the dogs are regis¬ 
tered with the Canadian 
Kennel Club. He said the CKC 
will tell them what letter is 
going to be used for the 
upcoming year. He explained 
it has to do with the tattooing 
program they have - every 
dog registered with the CKC 


has to have a tattoo or a 
microchip with their identifi¬ 
cation. 

To enter the “Name the 
Puppy Contest", contestants 
must print their name, age, 
address, telephone number 
and the suggested name for a 
puppy on a postcard and mail 
it to:
